THE EVICTIONS IN IRELAND. 


Land Courts Becoming Part of the Machin- 
ery to Oppress the Tenants. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Dun, October 8.—The fund opened by the 
Dublin Freeman to enable the Parnell members 
to defend themselves before the commission 
on the Times’ charges now amounts to £6,600. 
John Dillon, M. P., was unable to attend a 
demonstration he!d in Tipperary, to which he 
had been invited, yesterday, but sent a letter 
in which be said: ‘‘Circumstances which I 
will not enter into at present have unhappily 
added new courage to the camp of the evictors 
and the rack-renting landlords, who, last 
spring were practically utterly beaten 
and disheartened now seem to de 
inspired with uew hopes. I have been able to 
ascertain, since my release, that an attack in 
force has been carried on all the estates in 
Ireland where the tenants are courageously 
resisting rack renting and extermination, and 
atthe same time it is impossible for any one 
who bas carefully watched the proceedings of 
the Land Commissioners to shut his eyes to 
the fact that the land courts are rapidly be- 
coming simply a part of the maphinery 
now in existence for the oppression 
of the Irish tenants. Under these cir- 
cumstances it seems to me that 
there is no hope for the Irish tenants 
except in some method which will convince 
the landlords that it will not pay to treat them 
in an insolent and unreasoning spirit. This 
winter is sure to be one of fierce struggle, and 
I desired extremely to make a personal appeal 
to the people of Tipperary to throw themselves 
in the movement with all their old vigor. 
Demonstrations were held in numerous 
places throughout the country yesterday and 
resolutions were passed strongly supporting 
the present movement.

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A THRILLING INCIDENT OF THE LATE WAR 
TOLD BY A CONFEDERATE. 


How a Band of Northern Soldiers Stole the 


der 2.—The 
eral,’’ that famous old 
locomotive that played 
a prominent part in 
one of the most thrill- 
ing episodes of the 
war, was in Oo- 
lumbus for the annual 
encampment of the 
. Grand Army of the 
| Republic, and is now 
doing its regular 
duties on the Western 
= & Atlantic Railroad. 
With the old engine 
went Capt. W. A. Fuller, whose energy and 
perseverance after a long chase recaptured 
the machine which the Federals had stolen 
from his train. Both the General and Capt. 
Fuller were centers of interest at the big re- 
union, and many Northern veterans who 
were familiar with the story gazed curiously 
at the old-fashioned engine forthe first time 
and listened to Capt. Fuller’s vivid picture of 

how it happened. 

Although all the Federal soldiers who were 
actually engaged in the capture of the ‘‘Gen- 
eral’’ were hanged by direction of the Confed- 
erate court-martial there were many fellow- 
comrades of the unfortunate ones who knew 
the details of the scheme before the seizure 
that were present at Columbus. These were 
the veterans of the Gen. O. M. Mitchell Post 
of Atlanta. It was Gen. Mitchell who con- 
ceived the plan, and twenty of his most 
trusted soldiers were detailed to carry it into 
effect. The scheme wasan excellent one, and 
had it been successful the Federal army would 
have had in their possession one of the best 
locomotives in the South with which to cut 
telegraph wires, tear up tracks and burn 
bridges on the railroads over which the rebels 


were drawing their provisions and camp sup- 
plies. 


THE MACHINE 
was easily taken, so well had the scheme been 
planned, but no one foresaw the desperate 
ursuit that was made by Capt. Fuller. Hada 
ess determined man n the conductor of 
the train from which the General“ was 
stolen it is probable that it would never have 
n recaptu : 

Aside from the exciting incidents of the day 
on which the locomotive fell into the hands of 
the enemy for a few hours, the General“ ex- 

rien many aciose rud and saw maay a 
attle. It was doing duty ina section which 
was more or less disputed territory and the 
man in the cab never knew at what time he 
might run B ew a party of Northern pickets or 
rouse the Federal camp by the sound of his 
whistie. Every precaution was used to P an 
vent capture and when any effort was made in 
that direction by the enemy the engine was 
backed toa safe place. In 1857 the Gen- 
eral’’ was bought by the Western & Atlantic 
Railroad for passenger service and has done 
this duty faithfully until recently, when it has 
been used as a switching engine. The com- 
pany hold it in great esteem and it is said 
that it would not de sold at any 
price. The General“ was under fire many 
times during the war, and was in range of the 
guns of both sides during the battle of Resaca. 
In the fight at Jonesboro and Grahamville, 8. 
C., it was in the midst of a particularly rapid 
and heavy fire, but escaped uninjured. In 
December, 1864, it was drawing a train of 
seven cars and was stopped near kataligo, 
S. O., directly inthe center of a battiefield. 
The train hands stood at their places while 
the ambulance co rapidly | ed the cars 
with the dead bodies of those killed by the 
same guns that were aimed atthe train. The 
„General, however, escaped injury and 
hanied its load of dead from the eld. 
CAPT. FULLER, 
who has always had an affection for the old 
engine, wasthe conductor of the trains to 
which the ‘‘General’’ was attached during 
the greater part of the war. He had been re- 
quested to tell the story of the capture and 
recapture many thousand times, and remem- 
bers the eventful day iu all its details as well 
as if it were yesterday. Atthe request of the 
PosT-DISPATCH correspondent Capt. Fuller 
told the story again in these words: 

The 12th of April, 1862, the locomotive was 
captured at Big Shanty by a party of Federals 
under the command of J. J. Andrews. There 
were, besides Andrews, twenty-two men in 
the gang, and all were dressed in citizens’ 
efothes. This party has since been known as 
the Mitchell raiders, because they were sent 
out by Gen. O. M. Mitchell. I was a conductor 
of the train and Jeff King was my engineer. 
The party of raiders boarded the train at 
Marietta and palmed themselves off as refugees 
from Kentucky who were desirous of enlisting 
in the Confederate service. When we got to 
Big Shanty we got off and went to the break- 
fast-house. This was an — egy station. 
While we were eat! breakfast the raiders 
got in their work, © engine was on the 
track, and attached to it were three empty 
cars and the mail and passenger coaches. My 
face was turned towards the track, but I did 
not see what was going on till my attention 
was attracted by the ringing of the bell. It 
seems that the soldiers had detached the pas- 
oy og train from the locomotive and box-cars, 
but in doing so had falled to cut the bell cord. 
As the engine moved off the bell r , andl 
took all in ata glance. The engine with the three 
cars moved away rapidly. I hurried out and 
summoned Engineer Jeff King. I went two 
and a half miles and procured a hand-car and 
returned for * 6 got in and Anthony 
Murphy jum „too. We ran tbe hand- 
car to Etowah,a distance of twenty miles. 
Two of us wonld push while the other one 
rested. As we 2 ed I observed that the 
Federal raiders had torn up the track in places 
and cut the telegraph wires. This was done, 
of course, to im e the speed of the pursuing 
pay As we came to a break we would litt 
up the hand-car bodily and tote it over. At 
Etowah station we got the ‘Yonah,’ an old 
locomotive belonging to Mack A. Cooper's

A Brief Telegram From the Owners An- 
nounces the Disaster. 


A telegram was received this morning by 
Carroll & Powell from the owners of the 
steamboat John Gilbert, the Evansville, Pa- 
ducah & Tennessee River Packet Co., inform- 
ing them the owners had received a telegram 
announcing the sinking of the Silbert at Lib- 
erty Island, thirteen miles below Chester, III. 
This is all that is known of the accident, but 
it is presumed that no lives were Jost. The Sil- 
bert was astern- wheel boat 200 feet long, 40 feet 
beam, was six years old, valued at $20, 000 and 
insured for $13,000. Sheis presumed to have 
struck the same snag which injured the City of 
Cairo at that point a few days azo.

THE GERM OF ASIATIC CHOLERA. 


The Remarkable Experiments of Dr. Gama 
Lela, a Russian Disciple of Pasteur. 


The Odessa correspont ofthe London Daily 
News has made a visit to the bacteriological 
laboratory of Dr. Gamaleia, the Russian 
savant who has recently come before the 
world as the discoverer of a vaccinal pre- 
yentive of Asiatic cholera. Here is the cor- 
‘respondent’s vision of cholera as seen in Dr. 


Gamaleia’s laboratory. 

A pigeon inoculated with the living mi- 
crobe of cholera had died a few hours pre- 
vious to our visit. The dead poe was now 
opened, and from the heart an extremely 
small quantity of blood was extracted b 
means of asmall glass tube. This was — 
ona small piece of glass and passed lightly 
through-a spirit flame ne which the microbes 
were killed without be ng destroyed, being 

reserved by a chemical solution passed over 

he glass plate. The latter, about two-thirds 
of.an inch square, was then placed beneath a 
powerful microscope, when every blood atom 
and cholera microbe wag seen distinct and 
separated. ‘‘The cedillas or commas are the 
cholera,’’ laughingly o 
The blood atoms were of a cocoon shape 

while the cholera germs had the formation o 

a comma.

The first germinal microbes of Asiatic

RED AND YELLOW GOLD. 

There are two great divisions recognized by 
those who have to handle gold, the red and 
the yellow.

Of course, difference in alloy greatly changes 
the color, l4-karat gold being readily dis- 
tinguishable from 23-karat, the latter about 
the purest used in the arts, but even 
between absolutely pure gold there is 
a difference, slight, it is true, 
but quite perceptible to an experienced eye.

The Browns“ Distinguished Position in Base 
Ball—The Record. 


The 8t. Louis Browns have attained the 
grandest achievements known to the national 
game in winning the American Association 
pennant again this season, and they have 
justly earned all the honors attached to the 
sobriguet of four-time winners. The work 
of the Browns for the season of 1888 has been a 
revelation to the lovers of the game, and they 


have knocked all calculations of enemies and 
admirers into a state of chaos, such as has 
never been experienced before. Their record 
is all the more marvelous, since in these days 
of muitum in parvo, so far as time 
goes, they have again shown their colors 
to the fore, in the face of all character of op- 
position. In the thirteen years’ existence of
